I. GENERAL 

This mission, apparently run in almoet porfoct weather, proceeded according 
to schedule with fow minor deviations. A total of 16 combat wings reached tho 
target area with fow early returns and bombed both primary and secondary targots.

¢ The Ninth Air Force ran a mission simultaneously with ours and were assigned 
Channel "C" call signs which were e continuation of the number series used on our 
fiold order; i.e., our 3rd ATF had Vinegrovo 31 to 37 and Balance 31 to 36.
